Fourth- 
he, that words tranſlated , from one fignift- 
cation to another, (called of the Grecians 
Tropes,) be vled to beautifie the ſentence,as 
precious ſtones are ſet in a — cõmend 
the gold. Now ſuch are thought apt words, 
that properly agree vnto that thing , which 
they ſig miſie, and plainly expreſſe the nature 
| of the ſame. Therefore, they that haue re- 
gard of theit eſtimation and credite, do wa- 
nly fpeake, & with choiſe, vtter words moſt 
apt for their purpoſe , In waightie cauſes, 
graue wordes are thought (molt needfull, 
that che greatnes of the matter, may the ra- 
ther appeare , in the vehemencie of theyr 
talke. So likewiſe of other, like order muſt 
be taken. Albeit ſome, not onely doe. not
